MANILA,— The w ater supply of 
M anila may be cut off at any tim e 
by an earthquake, as the present 
w ater main crosses a recent rift 
line on the east side of the Mari- 
quina valley and possibly another 
such line on the west side, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Roy E. Dlekerson, geo­ 
logist in charge of the Richmond 
Petroleum Company’s operations in 
the Philippine Islands. 
Dr. Dicker­ 
son not long ago delivered an ad­ 
dress on “ Recent E arthquake Lines 
of the Philippines,” in the course 
of which he made this statem ent 
before tile F rear 
club. 
He 
said 
that while this danger exists at 
present the proposed new w ater sup­ 
ply system in

fore in all probability be safe from 
earth shocks.

Referring to several earth shocks 
in this region during the last few 
m onths which had caused some ex­ 
citem ent in Manila, Dr. Dickerson 
said:

POLITICS IN SCHOOL 


W 
i g 
Prof. Dowd, a member of the faculty of the state univer­ 
sity, has caused a small stir by his speech in which he calls 
attention to the baneful effect of polities on the university. 
He might have included all other state schools since all are 
in the same boat. 
The News has frequently mentioned this condition in 
times past and is still as strongly convinced as ever that the 
salvation of the schools lies in taking them out of politics and 
out of the hands of the politicians who would use them as 
part of the spoils of a campaign. 
Schools and politics do not 
mix and must be kept entirely apart. 
As mentioned by Prof. Dowd it is necessary for the presi­ 
dent of the school to spend much of his time at Oklahoma 
City during every session o{ the legislature in order to secure 
adequate apporpriations and it sometimes happens that a 
shrewd manipulator may secure more than his share. 
To

definite basis the legislature would have nothing to do with 
it, hence lobbying would be at an end and much valuable 
time now spent on these bills by the legislature would be 
saved. 
• 
The next thing is to appoint men on the board of regents 
who are capable and who will be free to manage the schools 
so as to get the best results instead of being dictated by a 
governor or some politician and often forced to give places 
on faculties to some of their favorites regardless of their fit­ 
ness for the position. 
Under present conditions the lot of a 
president of a state school is not an enviable one. 
He has too 
many elements to please and harmonize and thus hampered 
is not free to put forth his best efforts along the lines he 
knows should be followed.

“ F.oin about the middle of the 
twelfth century to early in the thir­ 
teenth, sheiks and Sahara Sarahs 
were having their heyday in the ro­ 
mantic sex literature of .southern 
France and “ black oxen” roamed 
wild through Provence,” says Prof. 
Aurner. “ Troubadour poerty reflect* 
ted the spirit of t h e times. 
‘‘.So romantic had the people of 
this region become th at they put 
loyalty in ones liege lady above 
everything else, 
even 
the church 
and state. 
“ This snacked too much of toe 
heretical to suit those in power. The 
Atigenslan crusade of 1209 was be­ 
gun to correct the situation. South­ 
ern France saw so much bloodshed 
and brutality people sickened of the 
at fair. Troubadour poetry and all its 
kind went into a decline. When the 
smoke lifted tin* censors had won, 
hut the idea carried over in Hie 
stories that grew up about King 
A rthur and 
the 
knight 
of the 
Round Table. 
“ The present school of sentiment­ 
al literature is a recrudescence, with 
im portant differences, of tile thought 
of the earlier period. The church in 
botH instances has disapproved of 
any departure from the puritanical 
style which characterised the ac­ 
cepted school of both ages. 
“ No one style is suitable to the

of

world, with its varying phases of a 
highly complex civilization. In spite 
of the fact that there is much that 
is crude and disgusting in our pres­ 
ent literature the best of it points 
to something finer and richer.”
